THE COSMOPOLITAN GOLD MEDAL AND 
AETISTS' PRIZE FUND. 

Official AnnouDcemeut. 

HE brilliant success of the Cos- 
mopolitan Art Association, for 
the year just past, lias enabled 
the Directory to mature their 
long-cherished plan of founding 
a prize scholarship for European 
study, by American artists ; and they 
now have the satisfaction of calling the 
attention of the parties more particularly 
concerned to the following announcement 
— feeling that it cannot fail to excite the 
Hyeliest interest in behalf of the plan and 
its purposes : 

TWO THOUSAND DOLLAES AND A GOLD 
BIEDAL. 

The auai of TWO THOUSAND D0LL/VR3 id now 
set apart (and hereafter will be annuftUy appropriated) 
for the flole purpose of sending to Europe, for a term of 
Two Years, one American Student of Art ; to be paid 
in manner and time as follows : 

The Bum of Four Hundred Dollars^ to defray travel- 
ling expenses to Europe, to be paid in advance of the 
etudent*s departure : 

The Bum of Four Hundred Dollars^ to defray the 
expenses of a return home, at the expiration of the two 
years* study— to bo paid at the cloic of such terra : 

The sum of Twelva Hundred Dollars* to defray the 
expenses of twenty-four months of atudy^to be paid 
quarterly. In Germany, Italy, France, or England, as 
may be preferred, by drafts on the correspondents of 
the house of August Belmont & Go. 

The following are the conditions upon which the 
above offer and appropriations are made, and the obli- 
gations they impose, viz. : 

Amy artist, being under forty years of age, male or 
female, and a citizen of this country, who shall, on or 
before the first day of January, ISSl, execute a paint- 
ing solely by his own hand, and remit the same prop- 
erly framed, free of expense, to the Committee of 
Inspection to be named by the Directory of the Cosmo- 
politan Abt Assooiation, shall be entered as a com- 
petitor for the prize award and Its attendant benefits. 
The said painting shall be accompanied by a letter 
giving satisfactory guarantee of originality, when and 
where it was painted, the age of the artist, where born, 
etc, etc. 

All paintings so received, shall be subject to the un- 
reserved inspection of the Committ-ee named, as above 
stated ; who will, after the most careful inspection, and 
favorable approval of the propriety of an Award, aelect 
from the yrho\\i number one which they shall deem, in 
all respects, the best as a work of art, taking into con- 
Bideration drawing, perspective, color, composition, and 
effect. The painting thus adjudged the best shall be 
considered entitled to the prize, and the artist thereof 



shall be accepted by the Directors as the recipient of 
the Bums above named, in the manner and time speci- 
fied, to be used for the sole purpose designed by the 
plan, viz., for visiting Europe for study of art, for the 
term of two years, in euch locality or localities as may 
be determined upon by the artist. 

In addition to the sums named, the ortiiit will aho 
receive a GOLD MEDAL, which will bear on the ob- 
verse, his name, age, and birthplace — on the reverse, 
the particulars of the Award. 

Prior to the departure for Europe, the artist will be 
fumUhed with letters, which, together with the honors 
of the Award, will insure an entree into schools ond art 
circles abroad, and will thus secure the consideration of 
those best calculated to promote the success of the art- 
ist's studies. 

The following disposition will be made of the pictures 
sent in for competition : 

The painting receiving the prize shall become the 
property of the Cosvopoutas Aet Association, and 
shall be placed upon the list of premiums to be given 
to subscribers by the Asaociation, at one of the Annual 
Premium Awards. 

The rest of th^ paintings (together with the prize- 
pictura) will be placed upon exhibition, in tho Gallery, 
MS Broadway, New- York, for the space of ninety days, 
that the public may have an opportunity of studying 
and judging the merits of the several works, and thus 
be enabled to form an estimate of the art-genius of our 
common country. 

At the expiration of the ninety days, the several 
paintings (except that awarded the prize) will be held 
subject to the orders of tho o^vners. If a sale is deaured, 
the lowest price must be named to the Directory, who 
will try ond effect, during the Exhibition, a satisfactory 
disposition of the work, and will remit the amount to 
the owner. 

The report of the Committee of Inspection and 
Award will be given at length, in the Cosmopolitan 
Art Jouhnal. 

Artists who take an interest In this matter, and who 
propose to become compctitora for the prize, can obtain 
any further informitlon desired, upon application in 
person, or by letter, to the Actuary of tho Association. 
The names of the gentlemen chosen as the Committee 
of Inspection and Award will be made known in due 
time. It is unnecessary to say, that those names ^rfU 
prove a guarantee of the h>norable character, the im- 
partiality, and the entire justice of the award which 
shall be made : while the Dkectory of the Association 
stand ready to satisfy any party concerned, as to their 
ability to meet the responsibilities they may assume in 
the matter. 

Parties who intend competing for the prize, will 
please forward to the Actuary of the Cosmopolitan Ar: 
Association a notice of such intention, prior to the 15th 
of December, 1800 ; stating also the size of their pro- 
posed painting, in order that proper space may be pro- 
vided for its exhibition.
